1. CEASEFIRE: NO SIGNIFICANT VIOLATIONS REPORTED SINCE 
SITREP 98. THERE APPEARS TO BE NO CHANGE IN SITUATION IN 
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WHICH BOTH SIDES CONTINUE REINFORCE THEIR FRONTS IN 
EXPECTATION THAT HOSTILITIES COULD RESUME AT ANY TIME.
